MILESTONES 

The  population  jumped  76  souls  to  a  total  of  1,632.  WOW! 

Through  an  oversight  the  death  of  Harold  Todd  was  omitted  last 
year.  He  passed  on  in  March,  1973,  at  the  age  of  78,  having  been 
a  lifelong  resident  of  New  Boston.  He  served  the  town  as  Select- 
man, Trustee  of  the  Cemetery,  and  as  Representative  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court.  He  conducted  an  active  business  in  antiques  for  many 
years. 

On  December  2,  we  lost  Mrs.  Nellie  Chancey.  She  died  in  the 
house  on  Wilson  Hill  Road,  where  she  was  born  95  years  ago,  and 
where  she  raised  her  family.  For  many  years  she  has  resided 
there  with  her  sister,  Miss  Josie  Warren,  who  will  be  100  years  old 
this  coming  July. 

J.  Paul  Barss  died  on  December  18,  at  the  age  of  63.  Coming  here 
as  a  young  boy  from  Nova  Scotia  50  years  ago  he  became  an  out- 
standing dairy  farmer  and  it  was  a  pleasure  to  drive  by  his  place 
on  the  uplands  in  the  shadow  of  Joe  EngUsh.  For  many  years  he 
served  the  town  well  on  both  the  Finance  and  Road  Committees. 

The  new  Baptist  Church  held  its  first  service  in  September.  It 
stands  as  an  eloquent  monument  to  the  zeal  of  the  members  who 
practically  built  it  with  their  bare  hands. 

October  1  was  a  gala  day  for  New  Boston.  The  stage  came  through. 
A  beautiful  Concord  Coach  drawn  by  four  stout  horses  pulled  up 
to  the  Post  Office  and  took  on  mail  bound  for  the  Wayside  Inn  in 
Sudbury,  Mass.  School  was  recessed  and  the  drivers  were  given 
a  rousing  welcome  as  well  as  refreshments  by  the  town  ladies. 
The  seventy  mile  journey  took  five  days.

The  New  Boston  Baptist  Fellowship  was  founded  in  the 
Fall  of  1967,  and  Incorporated  July  1,  1970  as  the  New 
Boston  Baptist  Church,  Independent.  Work  was  begun  on 
the  new  building  in  the  Fall  of  1973.  Services  began  in  the 
basement,  September  15,  1974.

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Article  in  the  Town  Warrant  and  Proceedings  of  the 
Town  Meeting,  March  5, 1974 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:07  A.M.  by  the  Moderator, 
David  L.  Nixon.  Donald  Byam  led  in  the  repeating  of  the  Lord's 
Prayer  and  the  two  Selectmen  who  were  present,  Harold  Strong  and 
George  Hawkins,  led  in  the  salute  to  the  flag.  The  Moderator  then 
read  the  Articles  of  the  Warrant  to  be  voted  on  by  ballot. 

It  was  duly  moved  by  Selectman,  George  Hawkins  and  seconded 
by  Selectman,  Harold  Strong  and  voted  in  the  affirmative  to  take 
up  Articles  1  and  2  until  the  closing  of  the  polls  at  7:00  P.M.,  at 
which  time  the  remaining  Articles  would  be  acted  upon.  The  polls 
were  declared  officially  open.  Walter  Dickerman  had  the  distinction 
of  being  the  first  voter. 

At  10:30,  Moderator  Nixon  requested  leave  of  absence  and  swore 
in  Selectman  George  Hawkins  to  perform  the  duty  of  Assistant 
Moderator  until  his  return  later  in  the  day.

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At  7:00  P.M.,  Roland  Sallada  moved  that  the  polls  remain  open 
until  7:30,  at  which  time  the  remainder  of  the  Warrant  will  be  acted 
upon.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Moderator  read  the  list  of  names  appearing  on  the  ballot 
as  Delegates  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  and  introduced  all  can- 
didates that  were  present. 

At  7:30  P.M.  Roland  Sallada  moved,  seconded  by  Donald  Byam, 
that  the  polls  be  closed.  The  motion  carried. 

The  meeting  was  then  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  David  L. 
Nixon,  opening  with  prayer  led  by  Rev.  Joseph  Holland  and  followed 
by  the  salute  of  the  flag  led  by  Roland  Sallada.  At  this  point  the 
Moderator  introduced  this  District's  Representative  to  General  Court, 
Marjorie  Colburn.  He  also  introduced  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Finance  Committee  and  all  officers  of  the  meeting.  Security  Officers 
of  the  day  were  Charles  Murdo,  Paul  DeRochemont  and  Chief  John 
Ballou. 

Moderator  Nixon  announced  that  he  had  been  advised  by  the 
Selectmen  that  in  the  future  the  Fire  Wards  would  be  nominated 
by  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  with  only  one  Fire  Ward 
to  be  elected  by  ballot  each  year.  He  then  read  the  Rules  of  Procedure 
by  which  the  meeting  would  be  conducted,  including  the  Golden  Rule. 

Roland  Sallada  moved  to  advance  the  order  of  the  Warrant  and 
consider  Article  29  which  reads:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $11,041.62  for  the  1974  principal 
payment  on  new  Fire  House,  or  act  in  relation  thereto.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried.  R.  Sallada  moved,  seconded  by  H.  Strong, 
to  adopt  this  Article  as  written.  The  motion  was  acted  upon  and 
adopted. 

Article  3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same.

Almus  Chancey  moved  we  accept 
the  article  as  written,  it  was  seconded  by  Walter  Leach,  Jr.  and  was 
voted  in  the  affirmative.

George  Hawkins  moved  we  accept  the  article  as  amended.  It  was 
seconded  by  Elliott  Hersey  and  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $100  to  prepare  plans  for  conversion  of  the  old  Fire 
Station  into  Town  Offices,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

It  was  moved  by  H.  Strong  and  seconded  by  Herbert  Elliott,  Jr. 
to  accept  the   article   as  written.   Discussion  followed.   The   opinion 
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seemed  unanimous  that  town  office  space  was  needed,  but  there  was 
dispute  as  to  the  location  of  such  offices.  Donald  Grosso  offered  an 
amendment  —  to  research  future  space  for  town  office  needs,  sec- 
onded by  Robert  Getman.  Louis  Kachavos  further  moved  that  the 
Moderator  appoint  a  committee  not  to  exceed  three  persons,  to  re- 
search new  town  office  space  and  report  back  at  next  Town  Meeting. 
The  amendment  was  adopted  by  voice  vote.  The  Moderator  appointed 
the  following  persons  to  this  committee:  Harold  Strong,  Robert  Get- 
man and  Donald  Grosso. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $200  to  install  a  dry  hydrant  at  the  bridge  in  the  center 
of  Town,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Kenneth  Barss  moved  we  accept  the  article  as  written,  but 
striking  out  the  words  'at  the  bridge'.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Walter  Leach,  Jr.  and  carried. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $4,500  to  replace  the  chassis  of  Fire  Truck  No.  2,  or 
authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  the  sum  of 
$4,500  to  replace  the  chassis  of  Fire  Truck  No.  2,  or  act  in  relation 
thereto. 

Kenneth  Barss  proposed  a  motion  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,500  to  up-grade  No.  2  Fire 
Truck  by  replacing  the  chassis  and  increase  the  pumping  capacity 
with  a  used  chassis  and  a  used  750  GPM  pump  to  increase  the 
efficiency  and  reliability  of  this  equipment.  The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Thomas  Mansfield.  R.  Sallada  wished  to  offer  an  amendment  that 
$4,500  be  withdrawn  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  to  pay  for  the 
truck  and  i)ump.  The  amendment  was  seconded  by  G.  Hawkins  and 
carried.  The  original  motion  was  then  acted  on  and  it  carried. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3,400  representing  the  Town's  60%  share  of  costs  in 
cooperation  with  the  Federal  Government  paying  the  remaining  40% 
of  costs  for  a  new  Police  Cruiser,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

John  Ballou  moved,  seconded  by  R,  Getman,  to  accept  the 
article  as  written.  A  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  passed. 

John  Ballou  then  moved  we  return  to  Article  3-e  and  moved  we 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,880  for  the  police  department, 
seconded  by  K.  Barss.  H.  Strong  proposed  an  amendment  to  raise  the 
sum  to  an  even  $7,000,  explaining  the  additional  amount  for  financial 
aid  for  dog  officer.  The  amendment  was  seconded  by  W.  Houghton 
and  carried.  The  main  motion  was  then  acted  on  and  carried. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $486.50  to  finance  studies  to  be  conducted  by  the  SNHPC. 
These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal 
funds  available  for  planning  purposes,  to  finance  studies  approved 
by  the  Commission  and  toward  operation  of  the  SNHPC,  or  act  in 
relation  thereto. 
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Elliott  Hersey  moved,  seconded  by  Herbert  Elliott,  Jr.,  that  the 
article  be  adopted  as  written.  The  motion  carried  by  voice  vote. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,556  to  support  the  services  of  the  Monadnock  Com- 
munity Visiting  Nurse  Association,   Inc.,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

It  was  moved  by  Donald  Byam  and  seconded  by  Harvey  Surette 
that  the  article  be  accepted  as  written.  The  motion  carried  by  voice 
vote. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3,100  for  a  Tax  Map  Base,  Tax  Map  required  by  State 
law  by  the  year  1980,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

It  was  moved  by  August  Gomes,  Sr.  and  seconded  by  Charles 
Gould  that  the  article  be  accepted  as  written.  The  motion  carried  by 
voice  vote. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $25  in  cooperation  wtih  the  New  Hampshire  Forestry  and 
Recreation  Commission  for  the  opening  and  maintaining  of  trails  and 
old  roads  for  Forest  Fire  Protection,  the  New  Hampshire  Forestry 
and  Recreation  Commission  to  provide  a  matching  sum  not  in  excess 
of  $25  for  this  purpose,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

It  was  moved  by  H.  Strong  and  seconded  by  G.  Hawkins  that  the 
article  be  accepted  as  written.  The  motion  carried  by  voice  vote. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000  to  survey  the  Lydia  Dodge  lot,  or  act  in  relation 
thereto. 

It  was  moved  by  G.  Hawkins  and  seconded  by  G.  St.  John  to 
accept  the  article  as  written. 

Curtis  Petersen  offered  the  amendment  to  pay  for  the  survey 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  timber.  It  was  seconded  by  D.  Byam 
and  carried  by  voice  vote.  Following  the  explanation  that  there  could 
be  no  more  cutting  of  timber  until  the  proper  boundaries  were  as- 
certained, C.  Petersen  made  the  motion  to  retract  the  amendment 
and  return  to  the  main  motion.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 
The  main  motion  was  acted  on  and  voted  affirmatively. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  v\'itb- 
drawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  the  sum  of 
$5,000  to  be  used  for  a  Solid  Waste  Disposal  System,  or  act  in  relation 
thereto. 

H.  Strong  moved  the  article  as  written,  it  was  seconded  by  R. 
Normandin  and  the  motion  was  adopted. 

Recess  was  called  at  10:20.  R.  Normandin  moved^  seconded  by 
M.  Ryan,  to  re-open  the  polls.  A  collection  was  made  for  the  financial 
aid  of  the  Better  Times  news  sheet. 

The  Moderator  resumed  the  meeting  at  10:30,  after  a  motion  to 
close  the  polls  was  offered,  seconded  and  adopted. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  road 
known  as   "Houghton  Lane,"  being  the  same  road   as  approved  by 
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the  Planning  Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen  on  the  Charles  Houghton 
sub-division  plan,  located  off  Highland  Road,  or  act  in  relation 
thereto. 

It  was  moved  by  Herbert  Elliott,  Jr.  to  accept  the  article  as 
written.  George  Hawkins  seconded  the  motion  and  it  passed  in  the 
affirmative.

to  Representatives  Cleveland  and  Wyman,  and  Senators  Cotton  and 
Mclntyre  in  Washington. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  R.  Getman.  A  voice  vote  was  taken, 
the  Moderator  was  in  doubt,  division  was  requested.  The  following 
vote  killed  the  Resolution:  favorable,  55;  opposed,  71. 

Armas  Nekton  proposed  the  following  addition  to  Article  16, 
after  the  words  "Highland  Road":  and  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
investigate  the  drainage  situation  to  the  Nekton  property  and  High- 
land Road  and  recommend  remedial  action,  if  any,  to  the  Planning 
Board  and  Selectmen.  It  was  seconded  by  L.  Hodgkins  and  the 
Resolution  was  adopted.  The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  citi- 
zens to  the  before-mentioned  committee:  Walter  Leach,  Jr.,  Donald 
Grosso  and  James  Dodge. 

Linda  Hersey  presented  the  following:  I  move  that  the  Town 
of  New  Boston  vote  to  name  bridge  No.  111/111  into  the  4-H  grounds 
The  Harold  A.  Todd  Memorial  Bridge,  and  to  allow  the  4-H  Founda- 
tion to  install  an  appropriate  plaque  at  no  cost  to  the  Townspeople. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  R.  Normandin,  acted  on  and  adopted. 

Therese  Shanahan  made  the  motion  that  we  reconsider  the  action 
taken  whereby  we  defeated  Article  24.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
D.  Blume.  A  division  was  requested.  The  motion  to  reconsider 
Article  24  was  defeated  by  the  following  vote:  favorable,  61;  opposed, 
65. 

The  Moderator  read  the  following  letter  which  was  addressed 
to  him  and  dated  March  1,  1974: 

Dear  Mr.  Nixon: 

While  your  town  will  be  considering  many  proposals  of  interest 
to  your  community  and  its  citizens,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  is 
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faced  with  a  major  question  affecting  all  of  our  people.  That  question 
is:  "Should  New  Hampshire  allow  the  construction  of  an  oil  refinery 
that  meets  all  environmental  requirements?"  I  can  think  of  no  better 
time  for  our  citizens  to  utilize  the  forum  offered  by  our  Town  Meet- 
ings to  express  their  feelings  about  this  critical  question. 

I  would  ask  you,  therefore,  to  request  an  expression  of  opinion 
of  the  voters  in  your  community  or  to  entertain  the  following  ques- 
tion under  the  article  allowing  the  citizens  to  act  upon  any  other 
business  that  may  legally  come  before  your  meeting: 

"Do  you  favor  the  construction  of  an  oil  refinery  in 
New  Hampshire  so  long  as  it  meets  all  environmental 
requirements?" 
Such  a  vote,  if  taken,  will  not  be  legally  binding  on  anyone,  but 
would  offer  an  expedient  means  of  obtaining  a  statewide  referendum 
to  guide  your  elected  representatives  in  Concord  when  considering 
legislation  pertaining  to  the  proposed  refinery.

action  taken.

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  of  March   1,   1974  that  the 

issue  of  the  location  of  a  refinery  in  New  Hampshire  be  submitted 

to  the  voters  of  New  Boston  for  an  expression  of  their  opinion  which, 

as  indicated  by  you  in  your  letter,  was  not  intended  to  be  and  could 

not  be  "legally  binding  on  anyone". 

The  action  taken  by  the  Town  of  New  Boston  was  as  follows: 
Curtis  Petersen  moved,   seconded  by  George   O.   St.   John,   Sr., 

that  New  Boston  be  recorded  as 

"in  favor  of  the  construction  of  an  oil  refinery  in 
New  Hampshire  so  long  as  it  meets  all  environmen- 
tal requirements." 
The  resolution  offered  by  Mr.   Petersen  was  then   amended  in 

accordance  with  an  amendment  offered   by   Herbert   G.   Elliott,   Jr., 

seconded  by  Donald  E.  Byam,  the  amendment  being  as  follows: 
"Provided,  however,  that  no  oil  refinery  shall  be 
constructed  in  any  town  in  violation  of  town  laws  or 
the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  said  town,  and 
that  the  principle  of  Home  Rule  continue  to  be  hon- 
ored in  New  Hampshire," 
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The  amendment  was  adopted  by  unanimous  voice  vote  and  then 
by  a  second  voice  vote  of  the  297  voters  in  attendance,  which  was 
short  of  being  unanimous  by  not  more  than  5  votes,  the  people  of 
New  Boston  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

"That  New  Boston  be  placed  on  record  as  in  favor 
of  the  construction  of  an  oil  refinery  in  New  Hamp- 
shire so  long  as  it  meets  all  environmental  require- 
ments and  provided,  however,  that  no  oil  refinery 
shall  be  constructed  in  any  town  in  violation  of  town 
laws,  or  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  of 
such  town,  and  that  the  principle  of  Home  Rule  con- 
tinue to  be  honored  in  New  Hampshire."

the  Criteria  set  forth  in  Section  1910  of  the  National  Flood 
Insurance  Program  Regulations;  and 
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2.     Vests  the  Planning  Board  with  the  responsibility,  author- 
ity and  means  to:

( d )  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  community's 
initial  eligibility  an  annual  report  to  the  Administrator  on  the 
progress  made  during  the  past  year  within  the  community  in 
the  development  and  implementation  of  flood  plain  manage- 
ment measures.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  following  resolu- 
tion relating  to  application  for  flood  insurance,  or  act  in  re- 
lation thereto: 

WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  New  Boston  has  adopted  and  is 
enforcing  the  zoning  ordinance,  as  provided  pursuant  to 
RSA36-C,  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  36-C:6  of  the  aforesaid  prohibits  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  from  erecting,  constructing,  en- 
larging, altering,  repairing,  improving,  moving  or  demolish- 
ing any  building  or  structure  without  first  obtaining  a  separ- 
ate building  permit  for  each  building  or  structure  from  the 
Building  Inspector,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Building  Inspector  must  examine  all  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  proposed  construction  when  appli- 
cation is  made  to  him  for  a  building  permit. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Town 
Meeting  of  New  Boston,  as  follows: 

1.  The  Town  Meeting  recommends  that  the  Planning 
Board  amend  their  regulations  pertaining  to  the  flood  hazard 
area  to  assure  that  (I)  all  proposals  are  consistent  with  the 
need  to  minimize  flood  damage,  (II)  all  public  utilities  and 
facilities,  such  as  sewer,  gas,  electrical,  and  water  systems 
are  located,  elevated,  and  constructed  to  minimize  or  elim- 
inate flood  damage,  and  ( III )  adequate  drainage  is  provided 
so  as  to  reduce  exposure  to  flood  hazards;  and 


2.  The  Town  Meeting  recommends  that  the  Planning 
Board  amend  their  regulations  pertaining  to  the  flood  hazard 
area  to  require  new  or  replacement  water  supply  systems 
and/or  sanitary  sewage  systems  to  be  designed  to  minimize 
or  eliminate  infiltration  of  flood  waters  into  the  systems  and 
discharges  from  the  systems  into  flood  waters,  and  require 
on-site  waste  disposal  systems  to  be  located  so  as  to  avoid 
impairment  of  them  or  contamination  from  them  during 
flooding,  pursuant  to  N.  H.  RSA  36:21. 
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19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500  for  the  support  of  a  recreational  program,  or 
act  in  relation  thereto.    (By  Petition) 


20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  all  dogs  in  the 
Town  of  New  Boston  be  restrained  by  their  owners  from 
running  free,  or  act  in  relation  thereto.   (By  Petition) 


21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $450  for  three  dog  kennel  runs,  or  act  in  relation 
thereto. 


22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Con- 
servation Commission  to  acquire  by  gift  and  purchase  18.38 
acres  of  land,  more  or  less,  which  is  a  portion  of  that  land 
commonly  known  as  the  New  Boston  Branch  of  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 


23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  make  application  for,  and  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the 
Conservation  Commission,  any  or  all  United  States  Federal 
Land  and  Water  Funds  which  may  be  available  for  use 
towards  the  purchase  of  lands  described  in  the  foregoing 
article,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 


24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $12,099  for  the  1975  principal  payment  and  inter- 
est on  the  new  fire  house,  or  act  in  relation  tihereto. 


25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000  to  be  put  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to- 
ward the  purchase  of  New  Fire  Apparatus  in  the  near  future, 
or  act  in  relation  thereto. 
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26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000  to  be  put  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to- 
ward the  purchase  of  New  Road  Machinery  in  the  near 
future,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 


27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000  to  be  put  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to- 
ward the  expansion  of  present  library  facilities,  or  act  in  re- 
lation thereto. 


28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  by  public  auction,  or  administer  property  of  the 
Town  acquired  by  tax  deed  or  gift,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 


29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
Town,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 


30.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  the  meeting.

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Fire  Warden^s  Report 

All  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  is 
controlled  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  in  cooperation  with  the 
New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  a 
fire  out-of-doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must 
have  a  written  permit  signed  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  If 
the  fire  is  to  be  kindled  on  land  not  owned  by  the  person  kindling 
the  fire  then  he  must  have  the  permission  of  the  landowner.  No 
outdoor  fires  can  be  kindled  between  9  A.M.  and  5  P.M.  unless  it  is 
raining,  without  the  additional  approval  of  the  District  Forest  Fire 
Chief. 

The  1974  forest  fire  season  was  one  of  the  worst  in  the  past  two 
decades.  Woodlands  in  central  and  southern  New  Hampshire  became 
so  dry  in  mid  August  that  the  Governor  and  Council,  upon  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  State  Forester,  enacted  a  partial  woodlands 
closure  in  Sullivan,  Cheshire,  Hillsborough,  Merrimack  and  Belknap 
Counties  and  a  complete  woodlands  closure  in  Strafford  and  Rock- 
ingham Counties  plus  the  Towns  of  Barnstead,  Gilmanton  and  Alton 
in  Belknap  County.  Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  citizens 
of  our  State  no  major  forest  fire  occured  at  any  time  during  the  year.

The  new  30  volume  Encyclopedia  Britannica  as  well  as  the  15 
volume  Children's  Encyclopedia  Britannica  was  purchased  this  year. 
The  holdings  in  the  children's  section  were  greatly  updated  and  in- 
creased in  order  to  more  adequately  fulfill  requests  from  the  Principal, 
the  teachers  and  students  at  the  Central  School.  Approximately  120 
square  feet  of  additional  book  space  in  the  children's  section  was 
provided  by  a  gift  of  bookcases  from  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 

In  September  1974  the  WFL  joined  the  Hills-Town  Cooperative 
with  twelve  other  town  libraries  in  the  district.  The  Wadleigh  Library 
in  Milford  which  is  our  Service  Center  Library  decided  to  use  its 
$3,000  grant  to  aid  those  libraries  which  agreed  to  join  with  them. 
The  service  consists  of  a  weekly  motor  delivery  of  books  and  materials 
which  have  been  requested  during  the  previous  week  by  our  patrons. 
This  enables  us  to  fill  requests  more  quickly  as  well  as  more  com- 
pletely since  we  are  able  to  call  on  the  holdings  of  the  twelve  towns. 
Among  the  cooperating  towns  are  Amherst,  Bedford,  Milford  and 
Wilton.  It  also  provides  a  considerable  saving  in  postage  to  and  from 
the  State  Library  and  Bookmobile  because  it  eliminates  or  absorbs 
the  cost.  Thus  far  we  have  used  the  service  more  than  any  other  town. 

We  have  also  entered  into  cooperative  purchasing  of  books  and 
supplies  with  the  Hills-Town  Cooperative  thus  gaining  greater  dis- 
counts as  well  as  saving  delivery  charges  which  had  become  pro- 
hibitive. 

The  gift  of  a  hot  water  tank  was  given  to  the  library  by  Reg 
Hayes.  This  completed  the  last  physical  requirements  for  the  State 
Library  Qualifications  for  member  libraries.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Edward  Colburn  to  replace 
Marge  Colburn  and  reappointed  Patricia  Getman  for  new  terms  to 
the  Commission.  Herbert  Elliot  Jr.,  will  serve  as  the  common  member 
between  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Commission.

The  Commission  has  continued  working  in  several  areas.  The 
Meadowbrook  Marsh  project  has  progressed  slowly.  Delays  have  re- 
sulted from  the  writing  and  rewriting  of  the  easements  to  meet  the 
individual  needs  of  the  landowners  involved.  However,  agreement  has 
been  reached  and  we  hope  the  dam  will  be  constructed  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1975.  After  reviewing  our  plans,  S  C  S  has  suggested  a  less 
expensive  log  dam,  rather  than  the  concrete  one  originally  proposed. 
They  are  designing  one  to  meet  State  standards. 

During  our  annual  road  side  clean-up,  tons  of  litter  were  removed 
from  our  main  roads.  Thanks  to  all  that  volunteered  their  time. 

The  Commission  sponsored  an  open  meeting  to  discuss  alternate 
methods  of  Solid  Waste  Removal.  This  is  an  important  and  costly 
problem  that  must  be  solved  in  accordance  with  the  State  regulation, 
that  all  towns  stop  open  burning  by  July  1975.  The  Recycling  project 
has  been  successful  in  removing  4,100  lbs.  of  metal  and  almost  40,000 
of  glass  to  recycling  plants  in  1974.  The  project  has  been  hampered  by 
transportation  problems.  RECYCLING  is  catching  on.  The  container 
company  now  provides  it's  service  to  so  many  communities,  that 
there  is  a  considerable  delay  in  replacement  of  full  containers.  New 
approaches  to  transportation  are  being  explored.  There  should  be  an 
increasing  demand  for  these  resources,  since  much  less  energy  is  re- 
quired for  the  manufacture  of  new  products  from  recycled  material. 
Your  cooperation  in  placing  items  in  the  proper  containers  has  been 
tremendous,  Thank  you. 

The  P  W  A  has  accepted  the  deed  for  the  B  &  M  right  of  way,  and 
the  commission  will  now  apply  for  Federal  BOR  funds  to  acquire  the 
land  for  the  town.  The  State  Highway  Dept.,  has  completed  most  of 
it's  Scenic  Easement  Project  along  Rt.  13.  This  will  insure  protection 
for  both  sides  of  the  river. 

New  State  legislation  provides  for  a  common  member  between  the 
Planning  Board  and  the  Commission  and  notification  of  any  Dredge 
and  Fill  applications.  This  kind  of  communication  should  prove  help- 
ful to  good  land-use  planning.

The  Board  met  the  2nd  and  4th  Tuesdays  of  each  month.  Yvonne 
Gomes  was  appointed  for  a  one-year  term.  Richard  Whynall  was 
elected  Chairman  and  Yvonne  Gomes  was  elected  Secretary.

Ray  Walker  of  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission 
and  members  of  his  staff  met  with  the  Board  at  four  regular  meetings 
to  help  with  a  new  zoning  ordinance  for  New  Boston.  They  also 
attended  five  of  eight  discussion  meetings.  The  Board  is  working  on 
a  second  revision  of  the  original  ordinance  presented  by  S.  N.  H.  P.  C.

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REPORT  OF  TAX  MAP  COMMITTEE 

At  the  March  1974  Town  Meeting  a  sum  of  $3,100  was  raised  and 
appropriated  to  finance  Phase  I  of  providing  a  Tax  Map  for  the  Town 
as  required  by  RSA  31:95A  to  be  completed  by  1980. 

The  Committee  contacted  several  mapping  companies  for  prices, 
quality  and  services  and  reported  to  the  Planning  Board  and  Select- 
men. After  consideration  of  estimates  the  contract  was  awarded  to 
Moss  Associates,  Greenwich,  R.I.,  to  provide  aerial  photographs  and 
base  maDs  for  a  total  of  $9,300  to  be  paid  in  3  installments  of  $3,100 
per  year. 

Moss  Associates  had  the  area  flown  in  November  and  delivered 
Phase  I  in  January,  1975;  2  sets  of  aerial  contact  prints  10"  x  10",  1 
set  of  negatives  at  a  scale  of  400'  =  1"  except  the  more  congested 
village  area  at  scale  of  200'  =  1",  and  1  set  of  base  maps  to  the  same 
scale  showing  center  of  roads,  all  buildings,  rivers,  brooks,  wetlands, 
stone  walls  and  forest  land. 

Phase  II  will  be  done  by  local  contractors,  (surveyor  &  engineer) 
by  collecting  from  plot  plans,  deed  descriptions  and  other  sources, 
information  needed  to  complete  the  basic  map.  All  property  lines, 
road  widths,  road  names,  computed  acreage  and  other  details  not 
picked  up  in  aerial  photography  will  be  entered  thereon. 

On  completion  of  Phase  II,  Moss  Associates  will  complete  the 
final  drafting,  which  is  Phase  III. 

Information  furnished  voluntarily  by  property  owners,  such  as 
plot  plans,  deed  copies,  abstracts  and  personal  knowledge  and  the 
completion  and  forwarding  of  the  forms  sent  out  by  the  committee, 
will  greatly  reduce  the  amount  which  will  have  to  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated through  taxes  to  pay  the  additional  expense  of  Phase  II 
detail  work. 

The  committee  can  make  blue  print  copies  from  the  negatives 
mentioned  above  for  a  nominal  charge  if  anyone  is  interested  in  a 
print  of  their  area.

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FORESTRY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Plans  for  a  timber  sale  on  the  Lydia  Dodge  lot  in  1974  were 
postponed  due  to  the  severe  drop  in  price  for  stumpage  in  the  timber 
market.  It  appears  that  this  poor  market  will  continue  throughout 
most  of  1975  paralleling  the  current  nation-wide  economic  recession. 
The  Forestry  Committee  will  keep  abreast  of  the  market  situation 
during  the  year,  seeking  an  opportunity  to  accomplish  the  final  im- 
provement harvest  in  the  cycle  of  harvests  to  bring  the  whole 
property  under  management. 

A  boundary  survey  was  accomplished  on  the  Lydia  Dodge  lot  in 
the  spring  of  1974  and  the  property  was  found  to  contain  244.7  acres.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  New  Boston: 

I  herewith  submit  my  1974  Report  relative  to  the  New  Boston 
Central  School. 

Three  years  ago,  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education 
made  a  courageous  appeal  for  a  new  sense  of  purpose  in  American 
education.  He  proposed  that  we  reorder  our  whole  education  effort 
around  the  new  concept  which  he  chose  to  call  "career  education." 

His  call  triggered  a  quiet  revolution  in  American  education.  The 
Commissioner  said:  "Education's  most  serious  failing  is  its  self- 
induced  voluntary  fragmentation.  The  strong  tendency  of  education's 
several  parts  to  separate  from  one  another,  to  divide  the  enterprise 
against  itself  .  .  . 

"I  propose  that  the  universal  goal  of  American  education,  start- 
ing now,  be  this:  that  every  young  person  completing  our  school 
program  at  grade  twelve  be  ready  to  enter  higher  education  or  to 
enter  useful  or  rewarding  employment  ..." 

This  appeal  has  been  widely  misconstrued  by  educational  policy 
makers,  and  thus  its  far-reaching  nature  has  been  misunderstood. 
"Career  education"  is  NOT  simply  a  new  name  for  what  we  now  call 
"vocational  education."  The  Commissioner  was  not  saying  that  our 
concept  of  vocational  education  should  be  somewhat  enlarged  and 
the  enlarged  concept  called  "career  education."  Nor  was  he  saying 
that  new  programs  in  something  called  "career  education"  should  be 
developed  at  the  cost  of  vocational  education. 

He  was  saying  something  much  different  and  much  more  funda- 
mental. He  was  saying  that  the  old  distinctions  which  have  crippled 
our  educational  effort  should  be  forever  laid  aside  and  a  new  unity 
of  purpose  be  expressed  by  a  new  universal  term:  "Career  education." 

Right  now  we  have  a  bewildering  variety  of  designations  within 
the  educational  system,  but  the  principal  ones  are  these:  College 
preparatory  education,  Vocational  education  and  General  education. 

These  terms  have  come  to  suggest  choices  which  need  not  be 
made,  distinctions  which  have  no  meaning,  divisions  of  what  is  really 
indivisible,  and  conflicts  where  none  need  exist. 

Our  thought  and  our  practice  about  education  should  at  last  be 
integrated.  The  result  of  this  integration  should  be  called  "career 
education."  It  would  come  about  when  American  education  em- 
phasizes preparation  for  work  as  a  prontiinent  and  permanent  ob- 
jective of  the  public  schools  to  include  unpaid  work  as  well  as  the 
world  of  paid  employment. 

We  believe  the  public  wants  two  things:  one  very  consciously, 
the  other  more  subconsciously.  The  public's  conscious  demand  is 
a  demand  that  education  be  made  relevant  to  the  world  of  work. 
The  public's  subconscious  demand  is  another  matter  altogether.  It 
is  a  demand  that  education  be  made  more  relevant  to  the  achieve- 
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ment  of  the  good  life.  We  have  educated  large  numbers  of  people 
in  the  liberal  arts,  but  the  practical  arts  and  the  fine  arts  have  been 
reserved  for  a  few. 

The  principal  barrier  to  the  conversion  of  education  to  a  career 
orientation  is  simply:  it  costs  a  little  more  than  general  education. 
A  career  program  requires  more  and  better  counseling,  and  more 
"real  world"  equipment.  Career  education  requires  staff  to  involve 
community  resources.  It  requires  new  instructional  materials  and 
the  planning  and  operating  of  "work  experience"  stations  in  industry 
and  the  community  and  in  schools.  However,  community,  business 
and  education  people,  coordinated  and  working  together  can  mini- 
mize increased  cost  and,  yet,  fulfill  the  goals  of  career  education: 
relevant  experiences  in  the  world  of  work  and  a  chance  to  partici- 
pate in  conditions  of  the  good  life. 

The  first  step  to  implementing  Career  Education  to  its  rightful 
prominence  in  school  and  community  is  the  establishment  of  a  local 
Career  Education  Council  which  we  are  in  the  process  of  organizing. 

The  New  Boston  Central  School  enrolled  216  students  for  the 
1974-75   school   year  with    197   tuitioned   to   Goffstown   AREA   High

Local  unique  practices  and  provisions  which  do 
not  counter  Union  procedures  are  supplemented.  Staff  development 
in  accordance  with  the  PLAN  and  its  supplement  becomes  effective 
July  1,  1975. 

On  November  1,  1974  the  Grade  1  students  moved  from  the 
lower  units  to  the  all-purpose  room  of  the  main  building.  Several 
educational  advantages  were  cited  for  the  switch  with  perhaps  the 
most  significant  being  a  wider  range  of  learning  activities,  thus 
better  meeting  each  student's  individual  needs.  Three  teachers  now 
work  as  a  team  with  the  44  students  in  one  large  room  with  several 
different  learning  areas. 

The  physical  education  program  has  been  expanded  to  include 
the  First  Grade  students.  Organized  recreation  with  intra-mural 
competition  has  developed  during  recess  time  in  the  areas  of  soccer, 
cross-country,  and  softball.  Once  again,  students  are  attending  the 
ski  school  at  Pat's  Peak  Ski  Area. 

As  we  look  to  the  future,  several  tasks  must  be  achieved.  A 
written  statement  of  the  school's  philosophy  and  objectives  will  be 
developed.  Curriculum  studies  must  be  done.  A  testing  program 
will  be  established.  A  committee  will  study  the  present  grading/re- 
porting system  and  make  recommendations  for  improvement.  These 
are  a  few  of  the  needs  that  presently  exist. 

The  District  cooperated  in  meeting  the  Energy  Crisis,  including 
the  closing  of  school  January  2,  3,  and  4,  1975.  Your  faculty  used 
these  days  effectively  to  record  the  curriculum  for  each  grade  in 
each  subject,  a  record  which  is  now  proving  very  useful  as  the  school 
reevaluates  its  program  and  develops  plans  for  the  future.  Energy 
conserving  practices  continue. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  aid  and 
cooperation  provided  me  by  the  principal,  teachers,  school  board 
members  and  citizens  of  New  Boston.

School  physicals  were  held  October  1974.  At  that  time  53  pupils 
were  examined  by  Dr.  Albert  Snay. 

A  preschool  vision  and  hearing  screening  program,  sponsored  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare,  was  held 
March  5,  1974.  Children  ages  4-6  were  invited  to  take  part  in  this 
free  service  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Natalie  Smith. 

Three  immunization  clinics  were  held  March  7,  April  4  and  May 
16,  1974.   A  total  of  114  were  given. 

First  grade  registrations  were  held  on  March  4,  and  May  16,  1974. 

We  were  unable  to  participate  in  the  dental  fluoridation  clinics  at 
the  New  Hampshire  Dental  Institute  in  Concord  as  they  were  not 
doing  them  on  children  under  14  years  of  age. 

A  menstrual  hygiene  education  program  was  presented  to  the 
fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grade  pupils  with  a  question  and  answer  period 
following.

Stevens,  all  the  teachers,  nurses,  parents  and  volunteers  for  all  of 
their  consideration  and  help  given  me  during  this  year.

I  have  examined  the  books  and  records  of  the  School  Treasurer 
of  the  Town  of  New  Boston,  N.  H.  and  related  financial  statements.

RECORD  OF  SCHOOL  MEETING 

March  1,  1974 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:10  p.m.  by  Moderator  Wil- 
liam Shanahan.  After  a  minute  of  silent  prayer,  Jady  Judy  led  the 
salute  to  the  flag.  Moderator  Shanahan  introduced  the  personnel 
representing  Supervisory  Union  19:  Antonio  G.  Paradis,  Superinten- 
dent; William  Trotter,  Business  Manager;  Howard  Wagner,  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Schools;  the  New  Boston  School  Board:  Cora  G. 
Trimbur,  Jady  Judy,  and  John  Young. 

The  Warrant  was  read  by  Moderator  Shanahan. 

ARTICLE  1  ~  On  motion  by  Cora  Trimbur  and  seconded  by 
Robert  Normandin,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  accept  the  salaries  of 
the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officers  and  any  other  officers  or  agents 
of  the  District  as  printed  in  the  budget. 

ARTICLE  2  —  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

A  verbal  report  by  Patricia  Getman  was  given  as  follows: 

As  an  interim  measure  until  the  filing  of  this  committee's  report 
at  the  New  Boston  School  District  meeting  of  March,  1974,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  needs  of  New  Boston's  private  school  children, 
we  recommend  that  the  New  Boston  Board  consider  the  following 
action: 

That  the  School  Board  permit  an  arrangement  between  itself 
and  the  parents  of  children,  grades  1-6,  who  attend  private  schools 
in  Goffstown  whereby  those  children  may  have  the  use  of  a  bus  to  and 
from  school,  pursuant  to  the  following  conditions: 

1.  that  a  bus  is  available; 

2.  that  absolutely  no  public  funds  be  expended  for  this  purpose 
and  that  the  full  cost  of  busing  be  borne  by  the  parents  of  the 
private  school  children; 

3.  that  the  New  Boston  School  Board  have  no  responsibility  for 
collection  of  payment; 

4.  that  the  New  Boston  School  Board  impose  such  other  condi- 
tions as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient; 

5.  that  the  New  Boston  School  Board  may,  at  its  discretion,  can- 
cel such  arrangements  prior  to  March,  1974,  if  any  of  the  above 
conditions  1-4,  are  not  met. 

After  some  discussion,  it  was  moved  by  Jady  Judy,  seconded  by 
Cora  Trimbur  and  unanimously  voted  to  accept  all  reports  as  pre- 
sented or  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

ARTICLE  3  —  To  choose  Agents  and  committees  in  relation  to 
any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

It  was  moved  by  John  Young,  seconded  by  Greg  Pierce,  that  we 
pass  over  Article  3.  There  being  no  discussion,  the  motion  passed 
unanimously. 
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ARTICLE  4  —  It  was  moved  by  Jady  Judy  and  seconded  by 
Cora  Trimbur  that  the  District  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make 
application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  District,  any  or  all 
grants  or  offers  for  educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter 
be  forthcoming  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and/or  United 
States.   This  Article  passed  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  5  —  It  was  moved  by  Dorothy  Wiley,  with  second  by 
Kathleen  King,  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Education  to  apply  for  any 
State  and/or  Federal  funds  that  are  available  for  bus  transportation 
for  local  students  attending  the  Villa  Augustina. 

Much  discussion  followed.  Mrs.  Wiley  explained  that  Villa  Stu- 
dents are  now  being  bused,  with  fourteen  parents  bearing  a  total 
monthly  cost  of  $244.80.  If  this  Article  were  passed,  assistance  from 
the  Childs  Benefit  Act  could  reduce  the  cost  of  transportation  from 
50  to  70  percent.  A  question  was  then  raised  concerning  initiation 
of  this  request  from  the  Villa. 

It  was  moved  by  Roland  Sallada,  with  second  by  Donald  Byam,  to 
allow  Superintendent  Paradis  to  speak  to  the  question.  Mr.  Paradis 
pointed  out  that  the  Villa  could  not  apply  for  these  funds;  the  appli- 
cation must  originate  from  the  Superintendent's  office.  He  said  that 
administrative  costs  for  processing  would  be  negligible  and  would 
be  absorbed.  He  further  explained  that  these  funds  were  not  avail- 
able for  public  school  busing. 

Roland  Sallada  raised  a  question  on  the  $2,480  budget  item  for 
transportation  of  special  students.  Mr.  Paradis  explained  that  this 
was  expended  for  transportation  of  special  education  students  to 
Goffstown,  Crotched  Mt.  and  Manchester. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  motion  was  put  to  a  vote 
and  carried. 

ARTICLE  6  —  John  Young  moved  that  the  District  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $381,837  for  the  support  of  schools, 
for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  School  District  Officials  and  agents, 
and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory  and  contractual  obligations  of 
the  District.    Mrs.  Cora  Trimbur  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Young  explained  that  the  printed  figure  in  the  budget  was 
$379,569;  that  passage  of  Article  5  required  the  addition  of  $2,268, 
but  that  this  sum  would  be  washed  out  under  Estimated  Revenue.  He 
explained  that  the  budget  reflected  a  9.5%  increase,  primarily  in  the 
areas  of  salaries,  plant  operation,  heat,  fixed  charges  and  tuition. 

Roland  Sallada  announced  that  Goffstown  had  defeated  Hanover 
to  win  the  championship  in  Durham,  the  score  being  50-42. 

Much  discussion  followed  on  the  effect  of  the  energy  crisis  and 
steps  that  might  be  taken  to  avoid  problems.  John  Young  explained 
that  the  buses  were  under  contract  for  three  more  years;  that  drivers 
purchased  their  own  gas;  that  the  increase  reflected  additional  costs 
incurred  for  going  outside  the  District. 

Donald  Byam  questioned  the  feasibility  of  purchasing  fuel  in  bulk 
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for  all  town  vehicles.  Jady  Judy  said  the  School  Board  will  explore 
that  possibility. 

Walter  Houghton  questioned  the  $746  increase  in  audio-visual 
aids.  Mr.  Judy  responded  that  it  was  caused,  in  part,  by  the  increased 
cost  of  running  the  library  and  the  cost  of  books.  Paul  Delphia  sug- 
gested use  of  the  Bookmobile.  Mrs.  Trimbur  responded  that  access 
to  the  State  Library  is  available  only  through  the  local  library. 

Walter  Houghton  moved,  and  Paul  Delphia  seconded,  that  we 
amend  the  main  motion  for  teachers'  salaries  to  be  increased  no  more 
than  5.5%  in  keeping  with  Federal  guidelines.  After  much  discussion, 
a  division  of  the  house  was  called  for  and  the  amendment  was  de- 
feated 54  to  24. 

Discussion  followed  on  tuition  rates  charged  by  Goffstown.  The 
State  average  tuition  for  junior  high  school  is  $857  and  high  schools, 
$931;  Goffstown  assesses  $715  and  $786,  respectively,  considerably 
less  than  the  state  average. 

The  original  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  carried. 

ARTICLE  7  —  Kenneth  Marvell  questioned  whether  a  dress  code 
existed  in  Goffstown.    Superintendent  Paradis  said  there  was  none. 

Roland  Sallada  called  attention  to  the  savings  account  in  Mer- 
chants Bank  and  asked  what  this  was  to  be  used  for.  John  Young 
explained  that  these  were  unexpended  funds  from  the  school  addi- 
tion. Mr.  Sallada  moved  that  this  money  be  spent  at  the  discretion 
of  the  taxpayer  and  it  was  seconded  by  Paul  Delphia.  Former  School 
Board  member  Howard  Towne  explained  that  the  money  was  allocated 
to  completing  and  providing  furnishings  in  the  addition  as  student 
enrollment  increased  and  could  not  be  used  for  emergency  funds. 
The  motion  was  defeated. 

Patricia  CJetman  expressed  appreciation  for  the  early  distribution 
of  Town  Reports. 

Walter  Houghton  moved  that  the  School  Board  be  limited  by 
the  projected  cost  of  living  expense  in  preparing  budget.  It  was 
seconded  by  Paul  Delphia,  and  after  much  discussion,  Mr.  Houghton 
amended  his  motion,  with  Paul  Delphia  seconding  it,  to  read  that  the 
School  Board  be  guided  by  the  projected  cost  of  living  increase  when 
preparing  the  budget.  The  chair  being  in  doubt  on  the  vote,  a  division 
of  the  house  was  called  for  and  the  motion  was  defeated  33  to  30.  Mr. 
Judy  pointed  out  that  increases  in  salary  would  not  be  automatic, 
but  based  on  merit. 

On  motion  by  Roland  Sallada  and  seconded  by  Howard  Towne,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:33.
